not of any change in us, neither doth it ſuffer our clyldren, 
or {crvants to mix with the world in any of thele things. 

And we defire our queries from our laſt Quarterly Mect 


ing may be put in practice, which 1s ncedful, not onely fo, 


but where any thing 15 wanting, that may be as weighty ; 
For we deſire in all things, we may do to others, as we 
would they ſhould do to us, and give no accalion to Few 
nor Gentile; but keep a Conſcience void of offence both 
towards God and Man; and as much as in us Iyes, live 
peaccably with all, and do good unto all, eſpecially un- 
to the houſehounld of faith - For {urely, friends, a blame- 
leſs life, and righteous converſation reaches the witneſs 1n 
others, and ſtops the months of Gain-ſayers. 

An4 where any go into any thing of diforder, which cauſe 
es the way of Truth to be evill ſpoken of, as in the dayes 
of old : Such may be dealt with, accordmg to order now 
eſtabliſhed. Many admonitions fuch have had from tlys 
place : much we could write, þut we would be ſhort. 

For there are more Meetings now erccted, and Friends have 
the op2oreanity of inquiring one of another, the oftner, and 
hearing one from another, how the aftzirs of Truth are car- 
ry2d on. in every monthly Meeeing, whicl we hope may be.of 
ro0d fervice z as Friends arc freely given up in the wikdom 
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of God to attend theſe Mectings, and-in his counſell to 
manage Truths Concerns. | 
And we alſo deſire, there may be no backwardnels in 
Friends in helping in this ſervice, tor if wo was pronounc- 
ed againſt thoſe that wronght the Lords worke carelefly, 
or with negligent minds, what will it be tor thoſe thar ' 
will not worke it at all, nor lend a hand co help it on.

But things needleſs, -and Superfluous, that 
give occaſion, thoſe teſtity againit: And do not rezect 
one upon another, ſaying the workze hath been long in 
hand, and little done, There 1s a great deal to do yet, And 
truly Friends, we believe, there wilt be woke for the Peoplc of 
the Lord in all Ages: We could be glad, if through our travcli, 
future Ages might have more ealc. 
And now young Women, who feel a Concern upon you 
for the Honour ol the Lord in your day: We dc.tire your 
fairhfullnefs, and your help, and care tor good Order, and -. 
Church dilcipline : For you are very near, and dear. to us, | 
and we are comforted in you, and mconraged, that when 
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we ſhall be diflovled, and gone to our reſt; Our Heavenly 
Father { whoſe tender care hath been over us to this very 
day living praiſes to him for ever  ) we believe will enable 
you to carry on his worke, to his Honour, your Souls 
Comfort, and his Peoples good. 

Now Friends, we know we have hinted at theſe things in 
our former Teſtimonies from this place,ſo that we have no new 
thing to write, yet we hope we may be born in ſtirring up the 
pure minde one in another, and puting one another in remems - 
berance of performing theſe things. | | 

And we defire this Teſtimony may be accepted, and received - 
in the fame love in which 1t 1s given forth: And we al-- 
lo delire, that our former Teſtimonyes given from this 
place may nor be loſt, bur be gathered up mn every months :
